The hot periods to be especially wary this month are June 6-12, for 
intense late afternoon openings that climb into-the FM band and MAY -.:--- 
even reach into high band (7-13), and June 19-25 for equally intense 
opnenings that climb into the FM band, and possibly into high band.
